This view does not seem 
to be borne out by the 
facts of the situation. Many 
though the troubles facing 
the Syrian’ Government 
may be, low participation 
in the elections cannot be 
considered an indicator of 
these difficulties. The Sy- 
rians have always been 
slow to cast their votes. 
and during the last elec- 
tions, held under Cairo’s 
tight grip, the poll did not 
exceed 40 per cent. 

Moreover, everything 
considered, the speed with 
which the country has been 
swung into the elections 
seems to be a sign of the 
new regime’s determina- 
tion to give itself the re- 
presentative framework 
which its critics accuse it 
of lacking. In fact the elec- 
tions, coming a bare two 
months after a. military 
coup, set a wholly unpre- 
cendented example: no 
Middle Eastern revolution- 
arv regime has as vet ma- 
naged to offer parliamen- 
tary elections so _ shortly 
after it took over. 

Nor is it likely that the 
promptness of the elec- 
tions came out of eager- 
ness to obtain Cairo’s offi- 
cial recognition, which Pre- 
sident Nasser had warned 
would not be forthcoming 
unless the new Damascus 
authorities showed that 
they had the support of the 
Syrian populace. It is more 
reasonable to assume that 
the elections areintended to 
resolve certain differences 
within the political groups 
which comprise the Gov- 


ernment. These discords 
existed from the begin- 
ning. and it is reported 


that Dr. Kuzbari’s resigna- 
tion from the premiership 
is connected with them, as 
well as the rumoured dis- 
missal and arrest of his 
cousin, Colonel Haidar al- 
Kuzbari. One way or the 
other, these difficulties 
seem to have been success- 
fully kept in the  back- 
ground. 

Although the final re- 
sults of the elections have 
not yet been announced, 
the trend so far seems to 
favour the conservative 
groups rather than the out 
and out “reactionaries — 
though Dr. Kuzbari’s own 
list is still leading in the 
Damascus area. s indi- 
cates that the next Syrian 
Government will not be 
quite as easy a target for 
Cairo’s propaganda cam- 
paign as its predecessor.
